Dear Mrs. Tolman: 

Please excuse the delay in writing to you, caused in 
part at least by the summer time absence of meetings of the 
Trustees of the Library. 

The Trustees have considered the situation and the 
problems that you presented in regard to Christian Science 
Church matters with care. It is their feeling that meetings 
held outside of the Town of Wayland do not come under the same 
classification as community matters or matters related to local 
church affairs and that therefore a little different ruling is 
necessary. However, as th wish to give you pefsonally every 
possible assistance they have voted that seiti1 further notice 


hy ot 
you would be permitted to put in re such posters of 


meetings in Weston, with the stiderstenaina that the place of 


display and length of tiafé prior to the meeting would be subject 


to the control of 6 Librarian, depending on whet other notices

As far as the cataloguing is concerned, the Trustees feel 
that this must remain under their control and be subject entirely 
to their direction. In regard to the exclusion of books or 
substitution of editions, the Trustees also feel that that must 
necessarily be a matter over which they retain full control and 


discretion. 
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However,as the Trustees wish to give you and those you 
represent the same opportunities that they give to 
representatives of any other group, they have expressly 
voted that as long as the same rule exists as to other 
organizations you are to be permitted to place in the 
Library posters advertising meetings of your organization 
in the Town of Wayland. You will understand that the place 
of display and length of time prior to the meeting that 
the poster is to be exposed would, as in other similar 
circumstances, be subject to the control of the Librarian, 
depending somewhat upon what other notices or displays 


were being made at the time in the Library.

Realizing, however, the unusual character of the 
matters which you brought to their attention, they are willing 
that you should in writing directed to them submit any offers
